The convention of the National Window- 
glass Association commences at the Cataract 
House, Niagara Falls, on the Ilith. Its prin- 
cipal business will be to ratify the list agreed 
upon by the special committees.

“The exportation of cottonseed oil is a thing 
of the past,” said a well-known commission 
merchant in this city on Thursday, “and we 
haye directed our attention to other commodi- 
ties. It is remarkable how the business in this 
line has dwindled away.” 

William H. Bethune, a well-known Butler 
County oil producer, deliberately shot himself 
dead on Wednesday at his home in Grove City, 
Pa, The cause is unknown, but trouble with 
his business partners is believed to have affect- 
ed his mind. He was aged 36 and leavesu 
family. 

Suits of conspiracy have been entered in Pitts- 
burgh against oil brokers M. K. McMullin, T. J. 
Watson and R. M. Kennedy, charging that the 
funds of the Penn Bank were overdrawn $1,- 
075,000 by the defendants who had entered into 
a combination to control and manipulate the 
oil market. Bail was fixed at $15,000 each. 


We receive from Mr. Robt. B. Wade, of 40 
Murray street, this city, a circular announcing 
that he has assumed the U. 8. Agency for the 
sale of the aniline colorsof Tillmanns, Eter 
Meer & Co., which goods are already somewhat 
known in this market, although the makers 
have never before been directly represented 
here. Mr. Wade at the same time announces 
his agency for the Beigian ultramarines of De 
Vestel Bros., Haeren. 


Thomas Hackett, a Pittsburg oil broker, on 
Wednesday began an equity suit against the 
Pittsburg Petroleum Exchange officers and 
Arbitration Committee. ‘The plaintiff declares 
that he holds five shares in the Exchange. In 
the course of business he gave a Penn Bank 
teller’s check for $2,282.50 to the clearing-house 
of the Exchange, for 3,000 barrels of crude pe- 
troleum, which was the balance to his credit 
The Penn Bank was then open for business, 
and the check, he alleges, was unreasonably 
detained until after it had finally suspended. 
The Arbitration Committee notified him that if 
the amount abeve stated was not paid within 
five days from June 23, 1884, he would be ex- 
pelled from the Exchange. He now asks the 
court to enjoin them from selling his stock or 
expelling him. 

The National Window Glass Workers’ Asso- 
ciation met in cenvention on Wednesday at 
Pittsburgh, and was to continue in session 
several days. The proceedings of the meeting 
will be published after its adjournment, in 
which the public is but little interested. The 
only inharmonious or active element in the 
convention are the “kickers” against the scale 
of prices adopted by the committees of the 
workers and manufacturers in joint session a 
few weeks ago, as published in this paper. A 
scale of prices was then agreed upon that does 
not meet the approval of some members of the 
present convention. As the committee ar- 
ranging these prices were given power abso- 
lute, the “kickers’’ will be solidly set down on.

There is very little change to note in the mar- 
ket, but business is moderate, and there isa 
fairly steady tone prevailing in nearly all lines. 
Thus far the open market for lead has not led to 
any serious cutting of prices. The colors are 
generally quiet, with no price changes reported. 
Paris green is a little less active as the season 
is drawing to a close. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead is dull but holders maintain previous 
quotations, 3 60c being the bottom price for 
common while 35¢c is the ruling figure for cor- 
roding grades. There have been no sales of 
any conse quence and smelters are not pressing 
their stock upon the market. 

White lead is quoted at 6'4c with the dis- 
counts, which bring 1t down to 5 60@5 85c as to 
quantity. Nearly all of the Western corroders 
have adopted this scheduie, but there is nothing 
binding about it and there is a general dispo- 
sition among corroders all over the country to 
“meet the market,” if any other rates than 
those quoted are named. Some of the corroders 
have issued no price list, but offer to meet any 
price that may be named by their competitors, 
Dry lead is pretty steady at 514@534c.

A gentleman who is closely identified with 
the crude oil business, suggests the following 
rule for adoption py the Conference of Ex- 
changes. In all exchanges of the Conference 
of Oil Exchanges the buyer of any spot crude 
oil shall have the privilege of demanding, and 
it shall be the duty of the seller to furnish at 
the time of checking or verifying the trans- 
action, the acceptance number of the certifi- 
cate, or certificates representing the oil so sold, 
and any member having oil carried for his ac- 
count by another, shall be furnish d on de- 
mand with the acceptance numbers of the cer- 
tificates of said oil. This identity shall at all 
times be preserved, and in case of clearance 
the identification shall pass through the clear- 
ance house from the seller to the buyer. Any 
seller of oil, or member carrying oil for another, 
who shall refuse or fail to furnish the identifi- 
cation specified, shall be considered in default 
and at the request of the purchaser or member 
for whose account the oil is being carried, the 
President or other proper officer of the Ex- 
change shal] make demand for such identifica- 
tion, and unless the same is furnished he shall 
immediately proceed to purchasea like amount 
of properly identified oil, in open board, to be 
received by the buyer in the transaction, and 
the difference, if any, to be adjusted by the 
parties in interest, or by the Arbitration Com- 
mittee. Puts, calls, buyers’ and sellers’ options 
when terminated by limit or notice shall be- 
come actual transactions, and the member to 
take such oil from the clearance house must be 
furnished with an identification of the certifi- 
cates which he is to receive.

Vegetable Oils. 
FRIDAY EVENING, July 11, 1884. 

City crushers report no change in their sched - 
ule of prices for linseed oil. They are drawing 
to the close of the crop year with a satisfactory 
business exbibit and with sufficient seed to keep 
the mills running steadily. The market is quiet 
at 57@58c for regular brands. The volume of 
trade is keeping up well. 

The inactivity in the crude cottonseed oil 
market keeps up with remarkable regularity. 
Stocks are offering at 32c for prime grades, but 
in the absence of bids there is nothing upon 
which to base a market. If holders were com- 
pelled to release stocks, it is questionable if 
more than 29¢c or 30c could be realized, but buy- 
ers in quest of stocks would probably have to 
pay 314¢c for supplying their wants. That was 
the status of the market to-day. No stocks are be- 
ing forced, and the transaactions since last issue 
lots. The 
political field engrossed the attention of dealers 
on ’change to-day, and little else was talked 
about. Business was neglected on that account. 

There is apparently a stronger undercurrent 
to the-market for refined cottonseed oils. Sel- 
lers are demanding higher prices for their choice 
stocks, and the inquiry has improved. The bulk 
of the business transacted this week thus far is 
an encouraging feature, and bet okens reuewed 
activity. Dealers are more confident of advanc- 
ing values, and a continuance of the same. The 
market has a wide margin to work upon, and is 
guided by the quality and quantity. The wants 
of buyers have been varied, and embraced the 
whole line of summer yellow stocks. The move- 
ment has not been in large blocks, but princi- 
pally in lots of 50 and 100 bbls. The aggregate 
sales reported since last Friday amount 
to 1500 bbls, which includes all grades 
of summer yellow. Choice oil brought 
40, 41@42%éc, which are the prices quoted 
to-day. Medium to prime grades are 
rated one and two cents lower. Strictly prime 
summer yellow is not purchasable ‘under 40c 
unless stocks are forced, and we hear of no 
dealers so anxious to realize as to break the 
market. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil is inactive. Spot stock is 
in small supply and offering at 75c for pipes 
and 7%c for hhds. The market is firm at these 
figures and the indications are encouraging for 
maintaining full prices for spot, as most of the 
stock on way has:been sold to arrive. The ves- 
sel N. Boynton is expected in two weeks with 
200 tons, all of which has been taken off this 
market except 10 tons, and this lot may be sold 
before arrival. Cochin is in limited demand 
and quoted at 834c for spot and 8c for long 
time arrival. Cocoanut oil in London continues 
of heavy sale at £31 15s@32 for Cochin, and £31 
for Ceylon in pipes. 

Palm oil continues to be neglected, the con- 
sumptive demands having been directed to 
other channels on account of lower values. 
Prime Lagos is nominally quoted at 9c. An 
improved demand is reported in the London 
market. 

Olive oil is without special interest and favors 
buyers, being quoted at 84@87c, according to 
quality. In their foreign circular of June 19, 
Messrs. Horsley, Kibble & Co. remark that 
“the continuance of favorable crop prospects 
in the principal producing countries gives a 
declining tendency to prices, which is assisted 
by the absence of demand from consuming 
places, and is only held in check by the com- 
paratively small stocks in existence. During 
the past few days, however, in consequence of 
the reports of damage to the Italian crop,there 
has been a better inquiry. particularly tor the 
lowest-priced oils.”

Animaland Fish Olis. 

City pressers place little faith in the present 
appareut temporary buoyancy of the lard mar- 
ket, and look for another decline. For this 
reason they have not strengthened their views 
according to the ruling quotations for lard, and 
are waiting for a better foundation. The mar- 
ket for prime city lard oil to-day was quoted at 
59@60c, with sales reported at 58c for export. 
Other grades are relatively lower and favor 
buyers; in fact, various brands of home and 
Western make are upon the market at very 
easy figures. The inducements offered do not 
stimulate trade, however. 





Refined sperm oil has no outlet at present 
The market is quiet and without any transac- 
tions to cause a change in values. The decline 
mentioned in last issue will probably form the 
basis for operations during the next few weeks 
at least. 

Refined whale oil is in asimilar condition. No 
business is doing, and dealers quote the market 
without change but easy. 

Crude menhaden oil continues in limited sup- 
ply, and the small arrivals have had the effect 
of stiffening the views of sellers. There is a 
well grounded feeling that the fishing grounds 
as wellas the home market are bare of stocks, 
but tbe wants of consumers are limited, with no 
special inquiry to note. Offerings are scarce, 
and the market is in such a position that bids 
are necessary to determine values. Exporters 
are keeping in the background. The last sales 
were 200 bbls prime light oil at 32c, and 50 bbls 
choice at 3244c. The latter figure is now gener- 
ally quoted, but buyers are in no haste to pay it. 
Thus far the stocks arriving have been of very 
fair quality. 1t is currently reported that other 
lots to come have been sold quietly for con- 
sumption, and consequently will not be placed 
upon the market. The refined grades of fish oil 
are slow of sale and unchanged in values. 

Red oils are selling at easier figures. Elaine 
can be bought in some hands at 50c and saponi- 
fied is nominally quoted at 44@45c, but any de- 
sire to purchase will be met generally at buy- 
ers’ terms.

Mineral Olls. 

The confidént feeling which has marked the 
course of the mineral oil market for some time 
is gradually losing ground for some reason or 
other. Some parties attribute it to the pro 
longed depression in the crude oil market, and 
the question now asked is, are mineral lubri- 
cants to suffera general decline? If the markets 
for other commodities are to be taken as a guide, 
there is reason to expect a strengthening tone; 
but interested parties look to one source for 
their barometer, and that is to crude certifi- 
cates. There isan uneasy feeling, and manu- 
facturers are watching each other closely. In 
paraffine oils there has been no change since 
our last. Several refiners are making a speci- 
alty of summer grades of 26 gravity, which can 
be made cheaper than the regular quality, and 
they seem to meet the wants of consumers. 
The cheapness attracts buyers, and the prin- 
cipal business now doing is in those grades 
on a basis of 124@l3c. Present indica- 
tions favor stability in values in all grades of 
paraffine oils, but as one manufacturer re- 
marked this week, “we know not what a day 
may bring forth.”” The quotation for 28 grav- 
ity remains at 9@10c for regular brands. We 
still hear rumors of certain parties shading the 
first named figure for prime oil, but can trace 
them to no reliable authority. The transac- 
tions in 28 gravity have been rather limited 
during the week. 

The month of July finds neutral oils in a 
stagnant condition comparatively speaking. 
Most of the efforts to sell are made by jobbers 
and brokers, who find it rather an uphill busi- 
ness. The market is irregular and concessions 
on the part of some sellers is the order of the 
day. A few dealers entertain a very gloomy 
view of the situation, while others are not 
borrowing trouble over the prevalent inactiv- 
ity and report a moderate demand at unchang- 
ed quotations. Manufacturers are curtailing 
production to meet the demand; some stocks 
have been on the market for months. The 
above remarks apply to the better class of 
goods. Inferior grades are in less demand and 
have been neglected for a long period. The 
outlet in the summer season is not expected to 
amount to much, 

There is really nothing new to chronicle in 
cylinder stocks. Some manufacturers still re- 
port limited stocks of the better class of light 
and dark filtered grades, but there is no scarcity 
and the small business doing is reported to be 
at former quotations. There is no disposition 
to shade prices on good stocks, but the same 
cannot be said of dark steam refined and cheap- 
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er grades made up from odds and ends. Sales 
continue to be made from 8% to 20c according 
to quality and quantity. An occasional inquiry 
is made for Franklin stock which is the highest 
priced article on the list, the figures ranging 
from 35 to 45c. Manufacturers are not inclined 
to entertain lower views on this class of pro- 
ducts, but buyers claim that they are granted 
slight concessions. 

The great disturber of the mineral oil market 
this week has been summer black oil, which 
unexpectedly dropped one cent since last 
issue. This decline is attributed to the action 
of jobbers and brokers who flooded the market 
with stock below regular quotations and to 
meet the competition, manufacturers of regu- 
lar brands announced a similar reduction. It 
is reported that the drop was precipitated by a 
refusal to accept 200 bbls on account of some 
dispute about the quality, and the broker in 
whose hands the lot was placed, being instruc- 
ted to dispose of it at the best figure he could 
get, offered it at 644c, Other dealers followed 
with offers to deliver at 7c and before many 
hours elapsed the general market was to be 
quoted at 64@ 7c, the first figure for round lots 
on New York dock. There is astrong desire in 
some quarters to realize on stocks. The cold 
test grades are not site much attention at 
the moment.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


FRIDAY EVENING, July 11, 1884. 

The situation on the petroleum Exchanges 
has not been particularly interesting since our 
weekly review ending Tuesday night. There 
has been no well news of importance and the 
course of prices has drifted about at the whim 
of the brokers. Those who have been “long” 
and have seen a profit have not hesitated to 
accept, no matter how trivial, but on the other 
haad, those who have had ‘“‘short’’ line have 
been content to let their profits run, feeling 
that the general drift favored their side of the 
situation. 

Of course considerable attention has been 
paid to the wranglings of the Democratic 
solons in Chicago, and when to-day Governor 
Cleveland was nominated, the selection was 
received with great satisfaction.

they are asking more money- The sales com- 
prise 3 cs at $4.00 and 5 csin bond at $3 00, also 
2 cs in jobbing lots at $410. Powdered under 
ilmited stocks available for prompt delivery 
has been further advanced and is now held 
firm at $5 30@5 50 with only few offering even 
at these figures.

Under date of June 17, 1884, Messrs. 
A. Lavino & Co, say: 

Opium.—Our market continues fairly active, 
133 baskets having been taken up during the 
past fortnight, chiefly of Current drug & Kara- 
hissar at an average price of llsfob, and the 
rest of Yerli “talequale” at from 10s 11d@11s 4d 
according to quality, besides 23 baskets of 
Tchikenti or refuse at 10s. Prospects of the 
new crop are less favorable than they were a 
fortnight ago. The collecting of the drug 
having commenced in the districts where the 
Current and Yerli descriptions are raised, it 
now appears that the render of the latter will 
be a great deal smaller than w°s even lately 
expected. Itremainsto be seen whether the 
sowings in the most distant districts, such as 
Karahissar, Koniah, &c will be more success- 
ful, in which case a total yield of 6000 baskets 
could be still calculated upon. Receipts of the 
new crop up to date, consisting of Yerli and 
Current opium, do not exceed 15 baskets 
against more than double that quantity at same 
time last year. The stock of old opium, as far 
a8 we Can ascertain with the data in our posses- 
sion, stands between 1000 and 1100 baskets, be- 
sides a certain quantity still held in the inter- 
ior. Under present circumstances, holders are 
firm in their views and the rates now ruling 
are likely to be maintained for some time. It 
might happen than at the outset of the cam- 
paign a slightly lower price be accepted, but 
then it would be with a view to making up for 
the loss in weight the new drug is subject to at 
this time of the year.
